ticle published in yesterday’s Tres. 
The said article would give the impres- 


terrible insect pest, which threatens to 
destroy every orange tree in the vicinity. 
We cannot understand how such mis- 
takes could have been made in the face 
of the clear statements we made in re- 
gard to the insect in our article in the 
of June 13th. 

First. The pest does not infest orange 
trees, but as before state:l, only ‘‘young 
apple, pear and plum trees;”” and large 
trees of these they do not attack, or, = 
least, do not damage to any extent. : We 
have néver found one of the bugs ubder 
an orange tree, nor have we seen -a 
single leaf of an orange tree that 
been eaten by them. 

Second. The article says: ‘‘The in- 
sect usually diops off the leaves at night 
and remains in the ground until the sun 
‘is up next morning; hence the work of 
destruction should take place during 
the sunny poition of the day.” Now 
the case is exactly the contrary. As 
soon as daylight appedrs the bugs drop 
to the ground, where they burrow in 
and remdin until about an hour after 
sundown, when they come out again 
to attack the trees. 

Third. As to the best way of destroy- 
ing the insect, the article says: 
a sheet under the tree and give the tree 
a good shaking. The beetle easily tum- 
bles off the leaves ana twigs, and may 
then be destroyed.’’ Now this would 
have to be done at night; but as the bugs 
are provided with wigs, and are almost 
continually flying about, we are inclined 
to think it would not work. 

Fourth. ‘“‘The grub or larve is a fat, 
white worn: which lives in the ground, 
and makes excellent chicken feed; hence 
a thorough cultivation of the soil about 
t.e tree and a fair sized brood of chick- 
eus will do ten times as much as an in- 
secticide.’’ We have notas yet found a 


bugs burrow during the day. Per- 
haps, though, the larvie have not yet 
begun to go into the chrysalis or pupa 
st. 

As to the chicken remedy, we have 
tried that; the chickens are fond of the 
bugs and scrateh around the trees, ex- 
pose the top roots and trunk of the trees 
to the sun and causes the earth to dry 
up- by being frequently stirred. It is 
our experience that the chickens do as. 
much harm to the trees as to the bugs.
